Three boys, whose ages range from 
10 to 16 years, were placed under .ar- 
rest by the Waukegan poh'co Tuesday 
on a charge of having make an attempt 
to hold up a fretght train- nt North 
Chicago Monday night about 7i80 
^o'clock. The boys cmpted the contents 
of a revolver at the crew of the train 
in seeking to get them to stop. This Is 
the culminating event of a series of 
daring exploits by youths residing In 
North Chicago. 

The names of the youthful trio are, 
Charles Flaiment, 14 years old; Harry 
Delck^ 13 years old, and Maurice Deick, 
10 years old. 

The boys were lying In wait just 
south of the North Chicago Foundry 
company. As the freight train ap- 
proached, one of the boys who possessed 
the revolver, opened fire and emptied 
the chambers of the gun. When this 
did not bring the train to a stop the 
youne^tc^s picked up large stones 
which they began to hurl at the engine. 
One of these rocks struck John Mc- 
Carthy, the llreman, on the head and 
knocked him down. 

As tht caboose passed it was showered 
with rocks. One of these stones struck 
the lamp and plunged the car in dark- 
ness. Other stones smashed four of 
the windows in the car. The brakeman 
in the cor did not know what to make 
of it but dropped to the bottom of the 
car to avoid serious Injurj'. They were 
showered with splintered glass. 

It happened that Charles Meyers, of 
Waukegan. a special detective In, the 
employ of the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
railroad, was in the caboose at the 
time.- Despite the fact that the train 
was traveling at the rate of 25 miles 
an houi, he leaped off and gaye chase. 
The boys saw him coming and took to 
their heels. i 

He singled out one of the boys who 
happened to be Maurice Deick, and The 
directed his efforts In catching him. 
Deick proved to be very fleet of foot. 
The chase led over a barbed wire fence. 
In vaulting this Meyers Inflicted n deep 
gash in the palm ot his hand. He did 
not pause, however, and after firing 
several shots after the fleeing young- 
ster, caught the lad near Five Points. 
The chase had extended over a distance 
of two miles. 

The boy was removed to the police 
station and gave the names of his com- 
panions. Warrants for their arrest 
:were sworn out and served. The boys 
would not admit that they hoped to hold 
up the. train for the purpose of securing 
loot, but every indication points tn this. 
Tlfb police have been troubled con- 
siderably of Idto by the theft of articles 
' from freight ears and several of the 
gangs of youngsters have been' broken 
up, the lads being sent to a rcforma- 
' tory. The Incident of Monday night is 
the worst the bo^s have tried to put 
over. ■ 



CLAIM FOR_BACK TAXES 

Suit Is Entered Against Estate of Alfred 
Barber at Woodstock 

A claim It* the sum of $275,000 In be 
half p* the pyiople of the state of Illi- 
nois against th? estate of Alfred M. 
Barber was.filed in the probate court of 
McHenry county at Woodstock on Tues- 
day of last week, soys the Harvard 
Herald. The claim filed is to recover 
back tax motiey and penalties, as well 
ak attorney fees amounting to 10 per 
cent. The claim In question is the 
largest ever filed against an estate In 
the county. 
, Authorities of the states of Ohio, 
New York and New Jerspy have given 
notice of their purpose of asking for 
their share of the Inheritance from the 
Barber estate. Mr. Barber's holdings 
in bonds, stocks and mortgages In these 
states were extensive and determined 
efforts will be made to obtain a part of 
theinheritance tax. 

The city of Akron, Ohio, will also 
become a competitor for a share of the 
back tdxes of the Barber estate. Akron 
was the former home of Mr. Barber 
and It is claimed that city will set up a 
claim to his legal residence when he 
died and ask that the estate be called 
on to pay back taxes and penalties sim- 
ilar to those asked for on the part of 
McHenry county and the state of Illi- 
nois. 

If the claim of $275,000 filed by Mc- 
Henry county against the Barber estate 
Is allowed It will enrich many treasuries 
and help out In various ways. Distri- 
bution among the taxing bodies on the 
basis of the sum set up In the claim 
would be as follows:

In addition to* the |17,958.69 which

Raving in delirium, Christian Phillips 
a patient at the Jane McAlister hospital 
jumped from a second story window at 
6 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

Attired In a thin night dress, he got 
up out of his bed, soon after the nurse 
in charge released him from the re- 
straint sheets,' Th.e nurse left the 
ward for a second or two to answer a 
call In a private ward, when she heard 
the cry of one patient in the ward. 
Soon after Phillips got up out of bed ho 
raced to the window, pulled back the' 
curtains and jumped headlong to the 
cement sidewalk below. 

Although stunned somewhat by the 
fall, he escaped Injury. In a second 
three nurses reached him, and he was 
carried back to his bud in the^ men's 
ward. 

"He did' not suffer injury. I found 
no change in his pulse, when I was 
called to examine him" said Miss Hell, 
superintendent at the hospital. 

"Three days ago Mr. Phillips came 
to the hospital when hia relatives were 
unable to manage him at his home at 
8:^ Grand avenue, Waukegan. He is 
demented, and is auffering from a brain 
cumplication. We placed him in the 
restraint sheets as soon us he entered 
the ward. Since hia- arrival he has 
begged us to release him from 
sheets. Tuesday night the nurse com- 
plied with his request. He had been 
quiet all day and 1 thought there would 
be no danger in allowing him his free- 
dom. Mr. Phillips is 82 years old" she 
said. 

Residents in the vicinity of the hos- 
pital are responsible for the report that 
a man jumped from the third story win- 
dow of the building and was critically 
injured. Miss Heil said he suffered 
no apparent injury. 

The nurses at the instltuticn fear 
he will suffer a stroke of apoplexy at 
any time, and it is possible that a spec- 
ial guard will be placed over 
once.

Emulating Mra. Emmellm; Parkhurst 
and the militant British suffragettes, 
the women of Zlon City have declared 
a hunger strike. 

Two o| the crusading women and 
three men spent last Monday In jail at 
Zion City as a result of a clash between 
City Marshal Hoover and his deputies 
and the three followers of Voliya. The 
women refused to eat, but the men 
showed no aversion to food sent them 
by sympathetic friends. The jail au- 
thorities displayed no inclination to 
force the fasting women to eat. 

The trouble started when one of the 
marshal's outposts spied a band of 
flfty crusaders leaving the front door of 
the Administration building. The depu- 
ties were marshaled across the street 
and attempted to head off the march- 
ers. At the same time 150 of the Zion- 
ists left the rear door and started north. 
A second detachment of deputies was 
sent to onroute them. 

The crusaders were singing hymns. 
One band was led by Mrs. Royal, wife 
of^idur Royal and the other by Mrs. 
Thecdore Becker. Marshal fjoover at- 
tempted to turn back the morchers, 
but the women leaders turned first to 
one. side and then to the other. Final- 
the ! W. In desperation Hoover summoned 
his deputies and ordered them to place 
the leaders under arrest 

Mrs. Becker ran to a telephone pole, 
wrapped her arms about it and refused 
to be pried loose. Finally by the efforts 
of several .deputies she was separated 
from the pole and with Mrs. Royal was 
taken to jail, fighting every Inch of the 
way. 

In the meantime Eldrr Royal, who 
had seen the beginning of the conflict 
from a window of the Administration 
building joined in the affray, but re- 
treated after receiving a Islow from 
one of the deputies' clubs. In the 
him at! meantime tho deputies had gone among 
the marchers and attempted to dis- 
organize the procession, which was in 
violation of the recent ordance passed 
against paradise and public meetings. 

During the hear riot which followed, 
Robert MacMichael, Thomas Mole and 
Emmerson Thompson were taken into 
custody and locked up. In the mean- 
time Elder Roynl had returned to argue 
with the deputies, and when he refused 
to (lesist, one of the deputies grabbed 
him by his flowing beard and pulled 
him toward the Administration build- 
ing. 



Many Charges are Hurled and a Hot Time 
Is Expected to Develop 

Attorney W. F. Weiss, representing 
Tlios Graham, democratic representa- 
tive from this district, left on Monday 
for Springfield, where on Tuesday he 
appeared before the house committee 
in defense of Mr. Graham in the con- 
test brouRht by former Represema- 
tive J. H. Vickers of Harvard. The 
contest promises to be a hot one be- 
cause Mr. Vickers, who was supposed- 
ly defeated at the election last fall, 
has aimed his contest at the three men 
who were certified as elected, Shurtleff, 
Munro and Graham. 

The'contestpopers as filed by Vick- 
ers show that the returns of election 
as certified gave them the following 
number of votes in the district: Shurt- 
lefr.14,031; Munro, 18,718; Graham, 
14,12Gi. Vickers, 13,165. 

While the contest Is aimed at all 
three men who. are now seated at 
Springfield and representing the dis- 
trict, the greater part of the attact 
seems centered on Munro, the Highland 
Park man elected on tho Progressive 
ticket, and part of this contest Is based 
on the general claim made by opponents 
of the Progressives in the state follow- 
ing election: That their ticket was 
not regular, that their nomination pe- 
titions were not proper and that their 
place on the ballot was not proper. 

Vickers alleges that the returns as 
certified were not correct and claims 
that he obtained more real votes than 
any other candidate in the field. 

Referring to Munro, he alleges: 
That Munro's nomination papers were 
illegal and did not conform to the law; 
that they were InsufficieRt and not 
signed by the required number of vot- 
ers, that thev were false fictitious 
names on the petition and names of 
people who voted In previous primaries 
at other primary elections; that Mon- 
ro's nomination papers were filed at a 
different time than those of other can- 
didates; that he should have been 
credited with votes only where the cross 
appeared directly before his name and 
not with those where a cross appeared 
In the circle in front of the word "Pro- 
gressive" at the rop of the ticket, 
(this is the point raised by many 
throughout the state) 

Munro and Shurtleff will also have 
attorneys to represent them in the con- 
test. The charges against them are 
mostly formalities such as are usually 
seen in such procedures, all tending to 
help matters to reach a state where an 
opening of the ballot boxes and a re- 
count of the ballots might be ordered.

BORDEN SUPPLY CUT DOWN 



Big Mill( Concern Loses Big Portion of 

Its Milk Supply in That Territory; 

Many Farmers Will Ship 



The following Is taken from the Rich- 
mond Gazette: 

The long drawn-out milk fight be* 
tween the producers and Borden com* 
pany terminated Monday with both 
sides claiming a victory. While tho 
farmers failed to get the Borden com^ 
pany to meet their price demand of 
$1.50 they were successful in securing 
an average price of $1.40 5-8, which ia 
6 cents above the first figure offered by 
the big milk concern and about 14 cents 
in advance of the scale paid by the 
Borden company last summer. 

It can easily be figured that the 
farmers were victors in the fight, not 
alone because they fot'ced the Borden 
company to boost the price a second 
time, but because of the big loss to the 
company in its , supply of milk, many of 
the former patrons deserting the com- 
pany to sign with other concerns that 
offered better prices. Here in Rich- 
mond out of thirty seven patrons only 
twenty-one. signed contracts Monday, 
the other IG having contracted their, 
summer milk with other concerns. At 
Genoa a similar condition exists and the 
plant now has only forty-four patrons^ 
the loss in the daily milk receipts being 
estimated at about 8000 pounds. In 
every town throughout this territory 
where the Borden company is located 
it has sustained heavy losses In its milk 
supply as a result of the fight and It ia 
estimated its total receipts in the entire 
district has been cut In half. 

The Bowman company has added 
greatly to ItR milk receipts in this sec- 
tion while a large quantity of milk'has

Vanquislied Austrian Army

Zug, Switzerland.— Tho canton of 
Zug Is the smallest undivided conlon 
of Switzerland, both as to area and 
pbpulation. Tho canton has ninety- 
two square miles and from that must 
bo deducted tho ten square miles oc- 
cupied by tho cantonal share of Lako 
Zug and something over two square 
miles for tho Lako of Acgcrl. It was 
on tbo shore of Lako Aegerl that tho 
Swiss won tho famous battio of Mor- 
gartcn In 1315, This was tho first' 
victory achieved In tho struggle for 
freedom, and each year tho Swiss 
peoplo hold services on Its anniver- 
sary to recall how a small body of 
undisciplined mountaineers, armed 
with axes and pitchforks, vanquished 
an Austrian army of 20,000 under 
Archduko Leopold. Tho flower of the 
Gorman chivalry of that day was an- 
nihilated — a , Bpectaclo that proved 
propbotlo of the passing o£ knight- 
hood. 

Zug, the capital, is a picturesque 
little town at tho northeast corner of 
tho lake and at tho foot of tho Zu- 
gorburg that rtsce to a height of 3.255 
feet. Tho population Is less than 
seven thousand. Tbo lako shore has 
been embanked and forms a prom- 
enade from which visitors onjoy views 
of tbo snowy peaks of the Berneso 
Obcrland and of tho Rlgl and Fllatus. 
In 18S7 part of tlio lako sboro slipped 
In.

AUdorf , and 
Lako LuGomo figure In tho stories of 
tho exploits of William Tell.

Caro of Thoao Afflicted With Tubercu- 

toala Plainly a Drag on tho 

General Welfaro. 

Dr. H. Li, Uaraoa, auporlntendont of 
tho Rhode Island atato sanatorium, 
baa recently demonstrated by aomo 
Intoreatlng studies of patients dia> 
charged aa "apparently cured" from 
that Institution, that a sanatorium la 
a sound Investment for any state or 
city. Tho gross earnlnga of l'?0 ox- 
patients obtained In 1911 amounted to 
(102,752, and those of 211 caaea In 
1912, to $112.0^1. By applying tho 
same average camlnga to all ex-pa- 
tlcnta of tho aanatorlum living in 1011 
and 1912, Dr. Baraos concludea that 
their Income In theao two yeara was 
$551,000. This aum la moro than three 
tlmoB tho coat of maintenance of the 
aanatorlum, Including Intoreat at 4 
per GonL on the original Inveatment 
and depreciation charges. Dr. Barnea 
concludes, however, "While Inatltu- 
tlona for tho cure of tuberculoala are 
good Invoatmonta. thero la good rea- 
son for thinking that Inatltutlona tor 
tho isolation of far advanced cases 
would bo BtlU bettor Invoatmonta."

BIG DANGER IN PAN-SUVISM 



Chancellop of the German Empire De- 
clares Large Element In Russia 
I and France Threaten the 
I Peace of the World. 

Borlin. Germany. April 9.-"If out- 
aldo forces should tlireuton us Gor- 
many must stand ready with her last 
man." declared Dr. Von Dethmann- 
HoUweg. the imperial chancellor, la 
parliament Monday when submltt ng 
the govomment'a billa for increasing 
tho army and providing now forms of 
toiation. His speech was n strlk ng 
one, although ho quallfled his warning 
with tho admissions that "a European 
conflagration In all probability will 

not occur.'* ^^ 

"The good intentions of the French 
and Russian governmonta are beyond 
question." declared the chancellor, 
"but Germany must reckon with this 
great force of modern public opinion, 
-which In the form of French warliko 
patriotism and Russian pan-SIavlam 
threatens the peace of tho world 
against tho wishes of tho great mosses 
of both people." 

It was noteworthy that In the chau- 
collor'B speech Great Britain was re- 
ferred to only as a pacinc factor. 

The imperial chancellor opened his 
Bpeoch by pointing out that tho 
strength of tho army had not kept 
pace with the growth of tho German 
nation and asked: "Can Germany al- 
low Itself the luxury of dispensing 
■with tens of thousands of trained sol- 
diers?" Ho continued: 

"The conditions of Europe have 
been radically changed by tho Balkan 
-war, which has substituted for the 
passive European Turkey other states 
of feverish political activity. In all 
this there are factors of progress, in- 
deed; but should a great European 
conflagration between Germany and 
pan-Slavism come, this change would 
alter tho balance In German's disfa- 
vor. This does not alter the fact that 
I consider this contllct probably will 
be avoided." 

Tho chancellor declared he had 
made special efforts since assuming 
ofllCQ to cultivate good relations with 
Russia, and believed the Russian 
ruler and the Russian ministers reclp- 

rc#ated. 

"But the events of the war." he add- 
ed, "have greatly strengthened tho 
pan-Slavic current in Russia, and thla 
la a danger for peace." 

"Germany," the chancellor said. 
•Tias been working to mitigate the 
Austro-Russian tension, but* should 
war break out the German empire 
■would unhesitatingly fight beside her 
* ally." 

CORPORATIONS ESCAPE LEVY 



Supreme Tribunal Rules Thooe Leas- 
ing All Property Need Not 
. Pay Federal Tax. 

1 Waali^ngton, April 9.— Hundreds of 
corporations will be relieved froril 
jaying the federal corporation tax by 
m decision of tho Supreme court Mon- 
•day to the effect that corporations 
Heaslng ail their property and having 
mo Income except that yielded by tho 
(lease are not "doing buslndsa" and 
ttUorefore are not subject to tax by 
,<the governments. 

This phase of the corporation tax' 
arose In tho case of the Mine Hill & 
Schuylkill Haven Railroad company, 
once operating a, railroad In Pennsyl- 
vania, now leased to the Reading, 
i Ahout 300 claims. Involving $700,000 
maid Into the treasury under the cor- 
poration tax act, turned upon the d> 
clalon Inthia case. Besides the many 
rallroada leasing their property in a 
elmilar-way, nearly 100 telegraph com- 
panles are said to have leased prop- 
erty to one operating company.

El Paso, Tex.. April 6.— General 
Huerta agreed Thursday to tho nam- 
ing of Pedro Lascuraln as provisional 
president to satisfy all factious In the 
Mexican melee, said advices received 
here directly from the national cap- 
ital. Lascuraia will serve out the 
uncompleted term of the late Presi- 
dent Madero. 

As minister of exterior relations In 
Madero's former cabinet, Lascuraln la 
entitled to serve as next In line, in 
view of the deaths of Madero and 
Vice-President Suaroz. Tho Huerta 
cabinet will be retained by the com- 
promise. 

This arrangement, it Is said, has 
been offered to the Constitutionalists, 
now fighting the Huerta government in 
northern Mexico. 

The decision of tho present pro- 
visional president Is said to have been 
occasionad by the recent uprising of 
Zapata in the south, which places the 
Huerta forces between two fires.

Washington. April 8.— Tho extra- 
ordinary session of the Si3;ty-thlrd 
congress convened on Monday. 

Popular Interest centered In the 
house of representatives \*here Rep- 
resentative Champ Clark. Democrat, 
was re-elected to the speakership 
shortly after the session opened. Rep- 
resentatives James R. Mann of Illi- 
nois. Republican, was placed In nomi- 
nation for that office by the minority. 
He received a rousing demonstration, 
but was overwhelmingly defeated. 

Other officers selected by tho house 
were as follows: Clerk. South Trim- 
ble of Kentucky; sergeant-at-arms. 
Robert E. Gordon of Ohio; doorkeep- 
er, Joseph J. Slnnott of Virginia; post- 
master, William M. Dunbar. 

No election of officers was held In 
the senate, that body having been or- 
ganized before Us adjournment on 
March 17. 

.The convening of congress today 
was auspicious in Democratic his- 
tory. It marked the first time In near- 
ly a score of years that Democrats 
have had complete control of tho sen- 
ate, the house of representatives and 
tho presidency. 

The presidential proclamation di- 
rected that both houses convene at 
noon and promptly at 12 o'clock the 
gavel of Vice-President Marshall fell 
in the senate. A new chaplain. Rev. 
F. J. Prettyraan of Washlngtom de- 
livered the invocation. The roll of 
.senators was called In the usual way 
and committees appointed to notify 
the house and the president that the 
senate wa» ready to transact busi- 
ness.

Washington. April B.— Baron Chin- 
da, Japanese ambassador, called on 
Secretary of Stato Bryan and during 
an extended conference presented m 
protest against tho proposed Callfoi^ 
nia land laws. 

After the conference tho secretary 
of state admitted tho objections of tho 
Japanese were known to this govern- 
ment two weeks ago. -Mr. Bryan said 
the negotiations wero still In the con- 
versational stage. 

Tho protest from Japan In some 
quarters Is construed to Indicate that 
Japan believes there Is to bo u now 
policy by this government affecting 
foreign relations under which It will 
be possible to obtain concessions 
which were not obtainable under the 
policy of Colonel Roosevelt, later 
adopted by President TafL 

Tho only alternative to this belief 
Indicated by Japan's protest la a de- 
sire to raise on Issue with the United 
States. In this case no one can fore- 
shadow the end. 

President Roosevelt answered Japan 
when It was endeavored to have the 
federal government take California by 
the throat In the school question- and 
sent 16 battleships to tho Pacific coast 
For a long time the purpose of tlie fa- 
mous cruise around the world was 
kept secret, but It waa finally admitted 
that It was an object lesson to Japan, 
a lesson that taught the easteru na- 
tion that the "Japanese question on 
the coast" had ceased to be a matter 
of diplomacy. 

The state department declines to 
state whether or not there has been 
any communication with Governor 
Johnson of California concerning the 
alien land law. 



Washington. April 8.-Tho capltol 
was stormed Monday by suffragettes 
at tho opening of congress. They 
presented petitions for the enactment 
of a constitutional amendment roaolu- 
tlon authorizing equal suffrage rights 
for women. 

Members of the house and senoio 
presented the suffragettes with about 
150 reserved seats In tho galleries 
from which point they witnessed tho 
opening ceremonies. First arrange- 
monts wero to exclude them from the 
galleries through fear of a demonstra- 
tion. Their leaders, however, prom- 
Ised strict compliance with tho rules 
requiring strict silence In the gal- 
leries during tho deliberations and 
proceedings In house and senate.

NEW INCOIVIE TAX 
STARTS AT $4,000 



Elaborate Provision for Gradu- 
ated Payment System in 
New Tariff Bill. 



Washington, D. C— Included In the 
Democratic tariff revision bill la an 
income tax section, which would re- 
quire every^ resident of the United 
States who earns more than $4,000 a 
year to pay a tax of 1 per cent, on 
his earnings in excess of the exemp- 
tion. This would not compel the man 
who earns only 54,000 to pay a tax. 
hut It would demand that one who 
earned $4,100, for example, pay Into 
tho government treasury an annual 
tax of 1 per cent on $100, or $1. 

Tho bill also would provide higher 
rates of taxation for persons with 
larger Incomes, adding a surtax of 1 
per cent additional on earnings In ex- 
cess of $20,000; 2 per cent additional 
on earnings in excess' of $50,000, and 3 
per cent, additional on earnings In ex- 
cess of $100,000. 

l-low Surtax Woiild Be Imposed. 
Under the surtax provlslone the man 
who earns $20,000 would pay to tho 
government each year at the rate of 
1 per cent on $10,000 ($4,000 exempt), 
or $160. If ho cprns $30,000 he would 
pay 1 per cent on $16,000. and 2 per 
cent, on $10,000, making his annual 
tax $360. The person with a $50,000 
income would pay 1 per cent on $16,- 

000 and 2-per cent, on $30,000 — a total 
tax of $700. Tho man with an Income 
of $100,000 would be required to, pay 

1 per cent on $10,000, 2 per cent on 
$30,000, and 8 per cent on $50,000. 

'which would be $1,500; bringing his 
total Income tax to $2,260. Anyone 
with a not Income of a. million 
would pay this $2,260 on his first 
$100,000 and In addition he would pay 
4 per cent on $900,000. which would 
bring his total tax to $3S,2G0. 

This bill also would ro-onact the 
present corporation tax law. Imposing 
a 1 per cent tax on the earnings of 
corporations, stpck companies, Insur? 
anco companies and the like, but It 
would exempt partners hips. This is 
a flat tax, there being no graduated 
scale as the earnings Increase. ' The 
few changes from the present corpo- 
ration tax act, concern chiefly tho time 
of making returns and the time for 
ooUoctlbn. 

Tho bill Includes under Its provi- 
alona the property and earnings, In, this 
country of persona whfe live abroad.. 
May Bring In $100,000,000. 
It Is estimated fiy members of tho 
ways and means committee that ap* 
proximately $100,000,000 In revenue 
may be derived from this new tax, In* 
eluding tho corporation tax, that 
amount making up for the deficit In 



rovenuec to bo derived from Imports 
by virtue of tho greatly reduced tariff 
and tho transfer to the free list of 
articles that are classed aa hecessn^ 
rles of living. f 

Incomes of taxable persons shall 
Include gains, profits and Income de- 
rived from salaries, wages or com- 
pensation for personal service of 
whatever kind and In whatever form 
paid, or from professions, vocations, 
buslnoBB, trade, commerce or sales or 
dealings in property, also from Inter- 
est, rent dividends, securities, Includ- 
ing Income 'from property. Income 
from but not the value of property 
acquired by bequest, devise or do- 
Bcont, and also proceeds of life Insui^ 
anco policies paid upon death of per- 
sons Insured. 

Provision Made for Deduotlane. 
Tho bill allows as deductions In 
computing net Income all necessary 
oxpc^nsBs actually Incurred In carrying 
on any buslncsB. not Including pei> 
sonal living or family expenses, Inter- 
est accrued and payable within tho 
year by a taxable person on indebted- 
ness; all national, state, county, 
school nnd municipal taxes, not In- 
cluding local beneflt taxes; losses In- 
curred In trade or from fires, atorms 
or shipwreck not compensated by In- 
surance or otherwise: debts actually 
ascertained as worthless and charged 
off; also reasonable allowance for 
wear and tear on property.: but no de- 
duction will bo allowed for expense 
of restoration or improvements made 
to Increnso property value. , 

It excepts also. In computing net In- 
come, amounts received as dividends 
upon the stock of , any corporation, 
Joint stock company, association or 
Insurance company which Is taxable 
upon Its net Income under tho cor- 
poration tax provision of tho bill. 

The bill excludes the compensation 
of the president of the United States 
during his terra, that of judges of tho 
Supremo and Inferior courts of the 
United States, and compensation of 
all officers and employes of a stato or 
any political subdivision thereof. 
System of Collection Framed. 
It establishes a system of collection 
of tho tax at Its source, requiring all 
persons, firms, , copartnerships, com- 
panies, corporations, joint stock com- 
panies, associations or insurance com- 
panies, and aUtrustecs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, receivers, etc.. and offi- 
cers and employes of the United 
States having the control or disposal 
of salaries, wages, Interest and other 
profits and Income of another person 
to withhold and pay to tho collector 
of Internal revenue tho amount of In- 
come tax duo from such person. All 
such persons or Arms are made per 
Bonally liable for such tax. 

Persona or corporations liable to 
make return on Incomes who fall to 
do BO at a specified time, aro made 
'liable to a fine not exceeding $500 and 
the penalty for false or fraudulent re- 
turns la fixed at $1,000 or imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or both. 
"In formulating this additional Im- 
post" Bald Chairman Underwood In 
his report "the attempt has been 
made to provllo not' only a source of 
revenue, but also a means of redress- 
ing In some measure the unequal tax 
burdens which result from tho prac- 
tice of baaing the federal income en- 
tirely upon customs and internal reve- 
nue duties. This Is a system of tax- 
ation which Inevitably throws the bur- 
don of supporting the government up- 
on the shoulders of the consumers. 
It correspondingly* exempts the men 
of larger Income, whose consumption 
of tho ordinary necessaries of life Is 
subject to tariff taxation In a far less 
aggregate degree than Is that of small- 
er Income earners, who expend the 
greater proportion of their resources 
for the ordinary necessaries of lite." 
Underwood Defends Plan. 
Speaking of tho principle of taxa- 
tion laid down and the graduated sys- 
tem proposed, Mr. Underwood de- 
clared : 

"The progressive principle already 
has been sustaii.ed by tho Supreme 
court of the United States In the In- 
heritance tax cases and there can be 
no doubt that tho same principle ap- 
plies to the Income tux Included In 
this bill nnd will be fully upheld 
should It over he called Into question. 
Owing to defects in personal property 
taxation, the larger Incomes In tho 
United States have for many years 
been able to escape with less than 
their share of the general burden of 
taxation, and this Inequity will bo, it 
is Uelloved, In part overcome by tho 
plan proposed." 

Tho bin provides that 'oll taxable 
persons shall bo notified of the amount 
for which they ore liable unjler tho 
law on or before the 1st day of June 
of each year and assessments must be 
paid on or before June 30. For delay 
In making payments and ten days aft- 
er notice, there shall be added .the 
sum of 5 per cent of the amount of 
tax unpaid and Interest at the rate of 
1 por cent a month from the time the 

tax fell due. . 

The corporation tax provision. It is 
directed, shall be computed upon in- 
come for tho year ending December 
31. 1913. and for each calendar year 
thereafter. It is provided, however, 
that corporations may designate the 
last day of any month as the day of 
the closing of the fiscal year and may 
have tho tax computed on the basis 
of net Income ending on Ita designated 
day. AH labor, agricultural, horti- 
cultural, fraternal, rellgloua and mu- 
tual beneflt socletioB are made exempt 
from the tax.

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A RETURN TO OLD CUSTOM 
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President Adopts Practice 
ington and John Adams 
•ontlng HIa Views to Member* 
of Both Houses — Accom- 
panied by Cabinet.

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"Wnshlngton, D. C, April 8,— (Spe- 
cial,)— The dramatic spectacle of the 
president of tho United States person- 
ally addressing congress was sUged 
today when Woodrow Wilson deliv- 
ered orally his first message. 

Thus a Democratic president shat- 
tered the precedent of communicating 
with congress in writing, which was 
eatablished In 1801 by Thomas Jeffer- 
son, tho founder of the Democratic 

party. 

Mr. Wilson returned to the practice 
first set by George Washington and 
later observed by John Adams. He 
interpreted literally that provision of 
tho constitution which provides that 
the president "shall from time to time 
give to congress' Information on the 
state pf the Union and recommend to 
their consideration auch measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expe- 
dient" 

Wilson's Plan Stlra Congress. 
Tho purpose of tho president when 
announced ofllclally at tho White 
House, stirred congress as few things 
have done In recent times. The presi- 
dent was actuated In this matter by a 
desire to obtain the benefit of pre- 
senting his views directly to senators 
and members of the house, rather 
than tlirough tho course, so long ob- 
served, of transmitting a printed mes- 
sage by means qf a secretary. 

Aware of the degeneration of the 
receipt of a presidential communica- 
tion Into a routine proceeding, Prcsl- 
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President Wilton.

"Hlnda* Precedents," which Is the 
official book of reference In connec- 
tion with parliamentary proceedings, 
describes the practice In the early 
tlays of tho republic, and which was 
observed in the case of Mr. Wilson, 
as follows: 

"Tho two houses met In joint meet- 
ing, either in the senate chamber or 
In the hall of tho house, and tho presi- 
dent addressed them. He was some- 
times accompanied by his secretary 
and the heads of the several depart- 
ments of the government It seems to 
have been Uie custom for the presi- 
dent to take the chair ot the speaker 
(when the Joint meeting was held In 
tho hall of the house), the president 
and tho clerk of the senate being 
placed on the right of tho choir and 
the speaker and the clerk of the house 
on the left" ' 

President Wilson was accompanied 
by his entire cabinet who will be 
given seats on the floor. 

The president delivered hla message 
as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Repro- 
Bontatives: 

I have called the congres.8 together 
In extraordinary session becauao a 
duty was laid upon the party now In 
power at the recent elections which It 
ought to perform promptly, in order

Consciously or unconsciously, wo 
have built up a sot of privileges and 
exemptions from competition behind 
which It was easy (by any, even tho 
crudest, forms of combination to or* 
ganlzo monopoly; until at last noth- 
ing Is normal, nothing Is obliged to 
stand tho tests ot efficiency and econ- 
omy, In ourVorld of big business, but 
overytiiing thrives by concerted ar- 
rangement Only new principles of 
action win save us from a final hard 
crystallization ot monopoly and a 
complete loss of tho Influences that 
quicken enterprise and keep Inde- 
pendent energy nllve. 

It Is plain what those principles 
must be. We must abolish everything 
that bears even the semblance of priv- 
ilege or ot any kind of artificial ad- 
vantage, and put our business men 
.iiid producoi;a under the stimulation 
of a constant necessity to bo efficient, 
economical, and enterprising, masters 
of competltivo supremacy, better 
worker? and merchants than any in 
the world. Aside from the duties laid 
upon articles which wo do not, and

Development, Not Revolution. | 
It would be unwise to move toward 
this end headlong, with reckless 
haste, or with strokes that cut at the 
very roots of what has grown up 
amongst us by long process and at 
our own Invitation. It does not alter 
a thing to upset It and break it and 
deprive It of a chance to change. It 
destroys it. We may make changes 
in our fiscal laws, in our fiscal system. 
whose object is development, a more 
free and wliolesome development not 
revolution or upset or contuslou. We 
must build up trade, especially for- 
eign trade. Wo need the outlet and 
the enlarged field ot energy more 
than we ever did before. Wo. must 
build up industry as well, and must 
adopt freedom in the place of arti- 
ficial stimulation only so far as It wlU 
build, not pull down. In dealing, with 
the tariff tho method by which this 
may be done will be a matter of Judg- 
ment exercised item by item. 

To some not accustomed to the ex- 
citements and respouslblUtlea of 
greater freedom our methods may In 
some respects and at some points 
seem heroic, but remedies may bo 
heroic and yet be remedies. It is our 
buslneas to make sure that they are 
genuine remedies. Our object la clear. 
If our motive Is above Just challenge* 
and only an occasiounl error of Judg- 
ment is chargeable against ua, we 
shall bo fortunate. 

Wo are called upon to render the 
country a great aervice In more mat- 
ters than one. Our responsibility 
should bo mot and our methode should 
bo thorough, as thorough as moderate 
and well considered, based upon tho 
facts as they are, and not worked out 
as If -we were beglnnera. We are tf 
deal with the facU of our own dr 
with the facts of no other, and' 
make laws which square with / 
facts.

He was to be taken from 
the Talbooth and "put In tho pil- 
lory, to stand for the spaco of an 
hour, with half a dozen herrings about 
his neck, and thereafter to bo ban- 
labed from the City of Liberties for- 
ever."
